Law Provides 
Jail Terms 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—(F) 
Congress overrode President 
Roosevelt’s veto today and slapped 
on to the statute books legislation 
providing fines and imprisonment 
for persons instigating or aiding 
wartime strikes in government- 
operated mines or war plants. 


The measure, hammered out by 
the legislators during the strikes 
by John L. Lewis’ coal miners, 
was rejected by Mr. Roosevelt on 
the grounds that some of its pro- 
visions would foment rather than 
deter strikes. Some union lead- 
ers had protested it would “cruci- 
fy” labor, 

Mr. Roosevelt asked that con- 
gress give him instead the au- 
thority to induct persons up to age 
65 for non-combat military serv- 
ice—an authority which would al- 
low strikers to be put into Army 
uniform and sent back to work. 

The legislators bowled over the 
veto with breath-taking speed, 
completing action on the measure 
scarcely two hours after the chief 
executive’s message reached the 
capitol. It becomes law immedi- 
ately. 

_ Decision in 5 Minutes. 

First, the senate voted 56 to 25 
to override, acting five minutes 
after it heard the message read. 
House action was delayed an hour 
and a half by the fact that the 
veto arrived when that body was 
in a parliamentary situation where 
immediate consideration could not 
be given to it. 

Once the question was put, the 
house quickly backed up the sen- 
ate by a vote of 244 to 108. Two- 
thirds in each branch was neces- 
Sary for congress to override the 
veto. 

Georgia’s ten representatives 
were in the column voting to over- 
ride with exception of Vinson, 
who was listed as “for overriding” 
among paired votes. 

The house division found 114 
Democrats and 130 Republicans 
voting to override the veto, and 
67 Democrats, 37 Republicans and 
four minor party members ballot- 
ing to sustain it. 

It was the first time since he 
has been in office that the Presi- 
dent has suffered a major defeat 
in congress on labor legislation. 

Administration leaders sought 
to delay a vote in the house by 
offering a motion to adjourn, but 
this was shouted down. 

The message was read in an

It is understandable that fathers within 
selective service age limits, who may or may 
not be drafted for the Army or Navy, are 
irritated by the uncertainty of their present 
status. There have been many contradictory 
predictions and statements, made by various 
official and semi-official spokesmen, as to the 
probabilities on the drafting of fathers. One 
day an apparently authentic source has said 
they would be drafted, within a few months, 

nd the following day has come a statement, 

apparently of equal reliability to the first, 
stating they will never be drafted or, at worst, 
not before next year. 

It must be understood that it is impossible 
to make exact predictions of military needs 
very far in advance. There is one simple reason 
for this. That is, neither Hitler, Hirohito nor 
Mussolini have taken the United Nations 
military staff into their confidence to the 
extent of revealing their future plans. 

Lacking complete information as to enemy 
strategy, it is impossible for any man to say 
how large an army we shall have to train to 
make victory certain. In the meantime all we 
ean do is be sure our numerical fighting 
strength is sufficient to make us reasonably 
sure of final victory.

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 


FOOD Wise is the housewife who remembers the slogan, “Go toa 
the ant, thou sluggard,” and who therefore cans food at 
home or goes to the neighborhood cannery. Wise is the housewife 
who has lived always on a plane where food appeared on the table, 
planned, bought and cooked by someone else, who now takes her 
kitchen help out to Tom Linder’s cannery and 
snaps beans, washes greens, cuts and washes 
cabbage to go into the shining cans that slide 
down the line to be topped and cooked and 
cooled. 

There will be no hunger because of food 
shortages in Georgia this winter. There may be 
a shortage of milk in some of the cities, notably 
New York. But there will be a lack of variety 
and a lack of quantity. The housewife whose 
kitchen or closet shelves holds 300 to 500 cans 
of food will have no worry this winter. (For 
families of five and six more cans are needed.) 
We are feeding a large part of the world and 
it is well to recall that we are feeding these 
people because we want them to keer fighting 
on our side in a war that is being won. We 
are not feeding them for any other good rea- 
son, humanity being the second reason but a 

good second. 

Food is a weapon and we are using it as a weapon. 

Let us not swear because American food is going to Russia. to 
China, to England and to the Army. Let us not forget that one 
well-packed ship sunk by Jap or German submarines or bombs 
means the loss of produce from several farms. The total annual 
product of more than 100 farms can go into one good-sized ship. 

Much of our food is lost at sea. Much of it is destroyed by 
enemy bombings of food dumps and supply trains. 

Let us remember that war wastes everything. It is not possible 
to run an economical war. Much of our food is sunk, bombed, 


burned, ruined, captured, lost. 

WORRY At the conference of governors in Columbus, Ohio, 
early this week, where Governor Ellis Arnall went to 

ask for recognition for the south’s economic problems and its rights 

to be an integral part of the nation, there were other governors 

with messages. 

One was Tom Dewey, governor of New York. 

With one eye on the growing possibility that his party may have 
to draft him for the Republican presidential nomination, and with 
the other eye on the fact that he will need the New York votes, he 
arose to speak about food. 

Tom Dewey was snapping at the middle western farmers for 
refusing to sell their corn and grain at existing prices. The farmers 
were throwing it over the fences to their pigs. The pigs, waxing fat, 
were putting on more dollars with every day’s feeding. (Ceiling 
price on corn is $1 per bushel. Price floor on hogs, $13.75 per 100 
pounds. ) 

But, up in New York state, Tom Dewey’s dairy and poultry 
farmers were growing restive. The feed stores had no grain to sell 
for chicken feed; had less of corn to feed to dairy cattle. 

Tom Dewey, forgetting for the nonce that he also was Tom 
Dewey who may have to be drafted to run against Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, spoke out in the meeting asking that the farmers kill 
their pigs and sel] the corn. 

“Kill them, don't plow them under,” he said. 

He went on to say that the poultry raisers were already buying 
Canadian barley to feed day-old chicks. Made into a starting food 
it was, he said, better than the food made from corn and American 
grains. He said that while adult chickens didn’t care much for 
barley the young ones did. He had a veiled threat there that once 
the war was done New York state farmers might continue to Duy 
cheap barley from Canada to feed chickens and pigs. 

Western farmers didn’t think so well of his advice: 

A harassed government is on an unpleasant spot. Months ago 
Franklin D. Roosevelt wanted to try a control plan much more 
sensible than the hodge-podge now in effect. A farm bloc, cyn- 
ically pretending to represent the farmer but in reality interested 
only in the large farmer and more especially the contract farms, 
defeated that effort. The same bloc now seeks to call off all con- 
trols, let prices go where they will. It is not an easy job. When 
the fight is on, congress and the people follow the strongest pres- 
sures. When the result is an inevitable mess both congress and 
the people grow angry, make speeches, swear at the President. 


IT ADDS UP There is no need for fearing any acute shortage 

of food. We-still have plenty of food. There are 
so-called shortages of meat but they are only so-called shortages. 
We still have more than enough to eat, a variety which includes 
chicken, fish, and some kind of meat every day ... if we have the 
money to pay for it. 

Prices are lower than they were in the first World War. We 
have done a better job of it. But, as usual, the white collar class 
is the class hit the hardest. Prices are too high for the average 
family. 

War workers think nothing of paying $3.50 for a good steak. 
Waiters say that they hear men and women say every night: “Well, 
I always wanted a steak like that. It was worth it.” Consumption 
of ice, beer, food, clothes, luxuries, staples—all are up. Ice plants 
strive to meet the demand. Those who used to buy a nickel’s worth 
of ice per day now splurge with a quarter’s worth—have pienty 
of iced tea, freeze ice cream, have more ice water. 

People are buying more of everything. 

The war hasn't really hit America as yet. ... At least it has 
not hit where it can be seen. The gold stars are not many as yet 
and the housewives with a budget strained by climbing prices are 
lost in the welter of battle as farm and labor pressure groups fight 
for more money and the government, tossed about by the -same 
pressures, strives to keep the inflation lid on at least part of the 
time.

Where the rewards are greatest, the competition is keenest, and 
these youngstegs in search of big game ran into smart ones from 
every community who had the same idea, 

This migration of talent, which continues year after year, en- 
riched the big places by impoverishing the little ones. If some 
hick town produced a genius, a big town got him. Only a fraction 
of New York’s great were born there. 

Well, if you take all of the geniuses out of a region, any 
ordinarily smart person should do well there for want of superior 
competition. In a land of blind men, a one-eyed man is king. That 
may not sound flattering, but the idea is sound. Many are getting 
rich now by working the ore that earlier miners scorned.

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~ Remove Southern 
Industry Handicaps, 


Fortune Asks 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. : 
NEW YORK, June 25.—The south’s wartime industrial | 


gains can be preserved and extended after the war only by | 
the removal of the economic handicaps under which it has 


lived since 1865, Fortune magazine declared today in its July 


issue. 

Pointing out that a further in-| 
crease in industrialization will help | 
the adjustment of southern social | 
problems, Fortune asserts that just 
as the south’s industyjal facilities 
have about doubled during the 
war, so has its awareness of the 
difficulties of maintaining these 
gains after the war. 

“Informed southern leaders,”’ 
Fortune explains, “do not expect 
greater industrialization to solve 
automatically the Deep South's 
problems, economic or social,| 
They do see in it a chance to put) 
the prrogress made so far on 4a| 
sound economic basis. | 

Negro Problem. | 

“The Negro problem, true! 
enough, has a psychological basis 
that wealth alone cannot complete. 
uproot. But little more can be 
done with the problem until the 
south achieves a fair degree of 
prosperity, and a poor white does 
not have to derive. satisfaction 
from being superior to another} 
race 

‘The new industrialization is a 
step toward what southerners 
wanted for years—a broad eco- 
nomic basis for the solution of 
apparently insoluble problems. 
For the first time since the War 
Between the States, almost any 
native of the Deep South who 
wants a job can get one. 

“The man-power supply has 
grown so lean that even a Negro 
can get a common job almost any 
time that he wants to. White men 
and women are moving from serv- 
ice jobs into factories. Negro 
waitresses and elevator operators, 
who lost out in the depression in 
most of the Deep South, are again. 
becoming commonplace. 

Race Friction. 

“This kind of ‘upgrading’ has. 
stimulated race friction, which} 
mav be explained in terms of fear 
of the day when war ends. More 
important—and remarkable—is not 
that there has been trouble, but 
that trouble has occurred on so 
small a scale—that ancient preju-| 
dices and habits are being by- 
passed with so little event. 

‘But now southerners are wor- 
ried about how they will keep 
their new  industrialization—and 
expand it—in the face of what 
they regard as obstacles imposed 
from the outside. | 

“Southerners aver that one rea- | 
the inadequacy of their | 
is the United States pro- 
tectve tariff Foreign countries 
-etaliated with tariffs on United 
States cotton, among other things. | 
Sp southerners could neither ex- | 
all their surplus cotton nor | 
cheap foreign manufactured 
eoods. The tariff imposed on the 
south by the north, in the opinion 
of many a Jeading southerner, was 
the greatest device for the exploi- 
tation of a region ever invented 
and put into operation by any Civ- 
nation. 

Freight Rates. 

“Equally if not more unjust to- 
day. southerners insist, are the 
handicaps on increased industriali- 
zation. One the freight-rate 
structure, which not only keeps 
southern industry from competing > 
in northern markets, but discour-| 
ages entrepreneurs from starting 
industries except as employers of | 
cheap labor and hence at the cost 
of the south’s buying power. 

“Another handicap is the north’s 
almost complete financial control 
of the south. The south has been) 
a victim of absentee ownership, 
southerners say. ever since the 
War Between the States. 

“It seems imperative,” Fortune 
states. “to maintain and increase 
the level of the south’s industriall- | 
As a first and major step, 

hope. to see freight | 
(and truck) rates altered before | 
the 1944 elections. It still costs 
50 per cent more to ship an auto 
storage battery from Jacksonville, 
Filia. to Washington, D..C., than 
from Chicago to Washington, six 
miles farther. 

“From war's beginning through 
February. 1943, the government’s 
investment in plant and facilities 
in the Deep South amounted to 
onlv 7 per cent of the national in- 
vestment in war plants during the 
same period. Worse, most of the 
large war plants are northern- 
owned or northern-operated, con- 
sidered as branch factories, and 
many may be first to be closed in 
a postwar retrenchment. Still) 
worse, approximately half the, 
prime contracts were accounted 
for by shipyards, few of which) 
hope to have much postwar busi- 
ness 

“Though the south will have 
gained a poo! of semiskilled labor 
and machine tools, these may 
mean little.” Fortune warns, “un- 
less somebody arises with a work- 
able program for making and dis- 
ibuting industrial products. 
“The Tennessee Valley Authori- 
tv has put cheap power at the top 
of the list of southern advantages, 
made possible the develop- 
ment of vital wartime light-metal, 
plastic and chemical industries.

Six Million Negroes. 

“Six million of the southeast’s 
17,000,000 people are Negroes. The | 
fundamental fact to remember is 
that the whites’ attitude toward 


south—the attitude there is mere- 
ly more intense and less conscious. 
A second thing to remember is

This unity 
of viewpoint, contradicting the 
poor whites’ own economic inter- 
ests, was born with slavery.

“Nevertheless, the economic 
level of the Negro is being consid- 
erably bettered. And the unity of 
whites against Negroes is not what 
it once was. Developed in a feu- 
dal agrarian south, it has tended 
union activity. . Since 1935, it is 
nearly one million 
white southerners’ have joined 
trade unions with 100,000 Negroes. 

“The bulk of white southerners 
have no objection to the Negro’s 
attaining a greater degree of eco- 
nomic opportunity, and many 
favor political equality. Southern 
Negro leaders met at Durham, 
N. C., last fall to propose a plan 
for improving race relations. Last 
a cimilar group of white 
leaders met under Ralph McGill, 
editor of The Atlanta Constitution, 
ihe two groups | 
plan to issue a joint statement. 

South’s Advance. 

“The south has probably come | 
further in the last 25 years than) 
the rest of the nation. While other 
parts of the world were slipping 
into an orgy of visceral reactions, 
the south was developing a re- 
markable capacity for self-criti- 
cism and even some tolerance for 
ideas alien to its traditions. While 
totalitarians were perfecting the 
art of legal lynching, the south 
was gradually abandoning illegal 
lynching. Whereas the south used 
to vent its emotions in bombast, 
it has been channeling them into

“The question is now whether 
the Deep South can hang onto and 
increase its gains—as it must if it

On 
the employers side, there are years 
of past experience and months of 
bitter argument to overcome and 
forget before we can get everyone 
to understand and accept collec- 
tive bargaining and try to make 
it work. On the side of the union, 
there are years of inactive labor 
relations and months of perhaps 
fear and distrust of the boss to 
overcome, Furthermore a_ trade 
union also has to overcome on 
the part of some of its members 
the feeling that the job of the 
union is to sponsor strikes. Older 
unions, like the typographical 
union, never hear of unauthorized 
strikes because they realize there 
are methods of handling every 
dispute under contract.” 

Simple Means. 

DeVyver said that collective 
bargaining simply means that 
eventually the manufacturer and 
his workers are going to operate 
under a labor contract in which 
are set forth in more or less de- 
tail the conditions governing the 
work in that plant. 

Another speaker before the in- 
stitute yesterday, Delos James, of 
the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, hit federal subsidies 
and crop control and declared that 
agriculture in the future will need 
continued recognition of the inter- 
dependence of agriculture and 
other industries and the need for

Statutory Authority. 

Gives statutory authority to the 
War Labor Board which was cre 
ated by executive order of the 
President. 

All these provisions, the Presi 
dent said he approved, adding that 
broadly speaking they incorporat- 
ed into statute “the existing ma- 
chinery for settling labor dis- 
utes.” | 
Of the criminal penalties for 
instigating a strike in a govern. 
ment-operated plant, he said: 

“This would make possible the 
arrest of a few leaders who would 
give bond for their appearance at 
trial. It would assure punishment 
for those found guilty and might 
also have some deterrent effect. 
But it would not assure contin- 
uance of war production in the 
most critical emergencies.” 

Then he raised objections to the 
other sections of the bill which: 


new war labor 


Require notice to government 
labor agencies when a labor dis 
pute exists which threatens to in- 
terrupt war production. 

Direct that within 30 days after 
such notice the National Labor Re-| 
lations Board conduct a secret bal- 
lot election among the affected 
workers to determine’ whether 
they wish to strike. 

Forbid wartime political con- 
tributions by labor organizations. | 

“Far from discouraging strikes,” | 
Mr. roosevelt said, the require-| 
ments for notice of a dispute’s ex- 
istence and a strike ballot “would 
stimulate labor unrest and give 
government sanction to strike agi- 
tations.”’ 

“It would force .a labor leader 
who is trying to prevent a strike | 
in accordance with his no-strike 
pledge to give the notice which 
would cause the taking of a strike 
ballot and might actually precipi- | 
tate a strike,” he said. 

Holding elections, he declared, 
‘would open the whole contro- 
versy over ‘bargaining units, a 
fruitful source of controversy and 
of bitter jurisdictional strife.” 

“The 30 days allowed before the 
strike vote is taken under govern- 
ment auspices might well become 
a boiling period instead of a cool- 
ing period The thought and ener- 
gies of the workers would be di- 
verted from war production to 
vate-getting.” 

Contributions. 

As for the section dealing with 
labor political contributions, Mr. 
Roosevelt commented: 

“If there be merit in the pro- 
hibition, it should not be confined 
to war time, and careful consider- | 
ation should be given to the ap- 
propriateness of extending the 
prohibition to other non-profit or- 
ganizations.” 

Speaking in general of labor’s 
wartime record, Mr. Roosevelt 
cited the “no-strike”’ pledge. 

“That pledge has been well kept 
except in the case of the leaders of 
the United Mine Workers,” he 
continued. “For the entire year 
of 1942, the time lost by strikes 
averaged only 5-100ths of one per 
cent of the total man hours work- 
ed. The American people should 
realize that fact—that 99 and 95- 
100 per cent of the work went 
forward without strikes, and that 
only 5-100th of one per cent of 
the work was delayed by strikes. 
That record has never before been 
equalled in this country. It is as| 
good or better than the record of | 
any of our Allies in war time.” |

As the introductions were made I wondered about his 
business connections. Youthful, enthusiastic and cool-look- 
ing in tropic temperatures, Bob Guerin could have been 
a representative of the Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

He was the young businessman type, a fellow 
who had an interest in all community affairs. Prob- 
ably a fellow who didn’t live a very exciting life; 
now and then dinner out with the wife and a picture 
show afterwards. 

It’s funny how impressions are formed. 

Just a little while later, only a stone’s throw from the 
St. Charles where we had lunch, Bob Guerin, special agent 
in charge of the FBI in Louisiana, had become as coldly 
efficient as a Garand rifle, and no less deadly. 

He worked the combination of a safe, switched on a 
light. and we stepped into one of the most imposing arsen- 
als imaginable. . 

In neat rows on the walls were Thompson sub- 
machineguns, gas guns, special rifles of heavy cali- 
ber. There were pistols that made the old .38’s look 
like capguns. 

In this arsenal of law and order the ammunition for all 
weapons svas catalogued in neat rows. There were flat, 
wicked-looking blackjacks, leg irons, handcuffs, and every- 
thing else needed in pursuance of one’s job of combating 
lawlessness. 

Not a person passes through the port of New Orleans 
without a thorough check by an agent of the FBI. This 
vital federal organization, headed nationally by J. Edgar 
Hoover. saves this country from destruction from within.

Passing the Word cations between agencies is 
fool-proof.- Through means of teletype and other methods, 
information from any section is at an agent’s fingertips. 

To give an idea of the importance of the bureau 
here. there are more than 100 agents at work each 
dav. Once a week agents meet with intelligence men 

of the armed forces. A constant check is under way. 

Citizens volunteer other confidential ‘formation. 

The FBI considers any clue worth following up. 

The work goes on 24 hours a day. An apparent case of 
sabotage is solved. It wasn’t sabotage. Only a few young 
men employed at a plant desiring some extra sleep. So 
thev blew a fuse. 

The training of the FBI agents includes, of course, ex- 
pert marksmanship. Each agent is thoroughly conversant 
with all tvpes of firearms. Practice is held regularly once 
a month to keep them in good shooting form. 

There is nothing they handle that wouldn't kill a 
mule with one blast. One particularly shocking 
weapon has the power to go through the motor of 
an automobile and make a mockery of a _ bullet- 
proof vest.

The Dillingers and all have discovered that, to their 
sorrow and destruction, long ago. And in wartime the 
FBI's one thought is to protect these shores. If it 1s neces- 
sarv to shoot first and ask questions afterwards, that is only 
in the line of duty.

In Spring Pig Crop 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—() 
The Agriculture Department esti- 
mated today the 1943 spring pig 
crop totalled 74,050,000 head, or 
15 per cent more than the record 
crop of 1931 and 22 per cent more 
than last year. 

The department said also that 
reports from farmers on farrow- 
ing plans indicated a 1943 fall pig 
crop of about 53,000,000 head, or 
an increase of about 9,000,000 or 
21 per cent over the 1942 fall crop. 

If borne out, the combined 
spring and fall crops would give 
a total 1943 production of about 
127,000,000 head compared with 
105,000,000 last year and a 10-year 
average of 73,148,000. 

The prospective fall crop is con- 
siderably larger than War Food 
Administrator Chester C. Davis 
had nr see Because of 
dwindling livestock feed supplies, 
particularly corn, Davis had asked 
that the fall crop be increased not 
more than 10 per cent. 

The 1942 and the 1943 estimated 
pig crops by major producing 
states include: 

North Carolina, 812,000 and 
970,000; South Carolina, 402,000 
and 449,000; Georgia, 1,137,000 
and 1,421,000; Tennessee, 1,128,- 
000 and 1,409,000; Alabama, 711,- 
000 and 908,000; Mississippi, 604,- 
000 and 788,000; Arkansas, 888,000 
and 1,152,000; Louisiana, 592,000 
and 724,000.

Elk Hills Contract Void- 
ed by Justice Depart-

WASHINGTON, “June 25.—(/). 
Investigation of the Navy’s oil 
policy was ordered on Capitol Hill 
today after Secretary Knox ex- 
pressed regret at his failure to 
consult the Justice Department be- 
fore approving the contract be- 
tween the Navy and Standard Oil 
of California for joint develop- 
ment of the Elk Hills reservation. 
The contract has been condemned 
by Attorney General Biddle’s de- 
partment and is now voided. 

“I regret that I did not ask the 
opinion of the Justice Department 
before I sent the contract to the 
President for approval,” Knox 
told the House Naval Committee, 
which ordered the inquiry. “I 
should have done so. I just muffed 
it there. 

“This is no time for two depart- 
ments to be engaged in a legalistic 
dispute. When we were told by 
the Justice Department that the 
contract was invalid, that was 
that, and we rescinded.” 

Contract Called Ilegal. 

The Justice Department called 
the contract illegal and invalid. it 
recommended to the House Public 
Lands Committee—also investigat- 
ing the contract—that the govern- 
ment acquire by purchase or con- 
demnation the interest of Stand- 
ard Oil of California in the Elk 
Hills reserve. It said the com- 
pany estimated this to be worth 
$146,000,000 after taxes, and that 
condemnation therefore seemed 
most desirable. 

The justice report, made public 
today, said that in degree the 
Navy-Standard agreement “goes 
beyond the contracts involved” in 
the Teapot Dome Oil leases of the 
Harding at@iministration. 

The Justice Department recom- 
mended today that an accounting 
be demanded of Standard Oil for 
oil already obtained under the 
contract. 

“Lobbyist” Denounced. 

Norman M. Littell, assistant at- 
torney general who originally 
labelled the contract “illegal,” told 
the Lands committee a “lobbyist” 
of the Standard Oil Company of 
California had sat in the commit- 
tee room “all morning smiling and 
smirking” at his remarks. 

The same person, Littell said, 
had “damned” him last night be- 
fore other people for “‘posing as an 
oil expert.” 

Representative Elliott, Demo- 
crat, California, threatened to call 
to the witness stand the “lobbyist” 
to whom Littell referred, and said 
he himself had been accused by 
this unidentified person of making

MOSCOW, June 25.—(/)—A

their invasion of Soviet territory.

| gating of crimes committed by the 
| German Fascist invaders,”’ said it 
had received statements of victims 
and eyewitness accounts of “crimes 
committed by German authorities 
in Soviet districts which tempo- 
rarily fell under the Fascist yoke.” 

“In the village of Sapogovo, in

Cause Gasps 


At Moultrie 


MOULTRIE, Ga., June 25.— 
Moultrie, which for years celebrat- 
ed the claim it was “the water- 
‘melon center of the world” by 


‘putting on a watermelon festival, 
was flabbergasted Thursday wen 
citizens saw medium-sized water- 
melons in a local store bearing 
price tags of $1.10 each. There 
have been seasons when such mel- 
ons were given away, or sola ‘or 
5 cents at the most. The figure 
shouldn’t have been so surprising, 
since watermelons are selling for 
‘75 cents to $1 each at the cars 
where they are being loaded. 

Moultrie shipments during the 
week will be between 50 and 60 
cars, railroad officials say. It 
their opinion there will be no peak 
movement this year, pomntmg out 
that the growers are shipping 
them just as fast as they can. 

The shipping season, however, 
will be much longer drawn out 
than usual if there is sufficient 
rainfall to bring the late melons 
to maturity. Only one thing ap- 
pears to be certain and that i 
all of the melons grown wuHl de 
sold and at record-Dreaking prices. 

It might be added by way of | 
postscript that it is certain no 
“native” will ever pay $1.10 for 
a watermelon, but with some of 
the Army people it is different.
